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Reports to Members 


President 

It is with pleasure we record another year of activity on behalf 
of the Museum in which members of the Institute and of the 
general public have participated. It is also a year marked by 
support in generous measure by institutions and citizens of Auck¬ 
land. Among gifts received during the year are: 

A gift of £5.000 by Trustees of Auckland Savings Bank, 
marking the centennial year of establishment of the bank. Possible 
uses for this money, given for capital purposes, may be the pro¬ 
vision of show cases and further equipment required now, and 
when the Museum buildings are extended. In the meantime the 
money is in the hands of the Trust Board for interest-bearing 
investment. 

A bequest by the will of the late Mr. A. V. Hanson, which 
will probably amount to £1,500. 

A gift of £50 by the Auckland Electric Power Board. 

Many valuable books on voyages of discovery and early 
history of New Zealand and the Pacific obtained through the 
endowment made by Mr. Edward Earle Vaile. From this fund 
also were purchased two important collections of Maori arts and 
crafts. 

Part of a monetary gift made a few years ago by a life 
member and his wife has been spent on much-needed steel book¬ 
cases, and mineralogical specimens and equipment have been 
secured through the Robert C. Horton fund. 

The gift by Mr. Jas. C. Entrican of the whole of his extensive 
collection of coins, tokens, medals, medallions and paper money, 
together with his library of books on Numismatics. 

An extensive collection of newspaper records, reports, maga¬ 
zines, illustrations and books from Mr. George Finn. 

“Tihe Iron Duke”—Viscount Jellicoe—Saunders. Cup. Racing 
14-Footer, presented by Lieutenant A. G. Carnahan, R.N.R, 
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Membership of the Institute.—During the year 92 ordinary 
members and 17 life members have been enrolled, but we have lost 
from various causes 38 members. Our membership is now 787, of 
whom 223 are life members. While membership has steadily 
increased of late years, it is still not what one would expect from 
the population of the city and province, which is fortunate and 
proud to have the War Memorial Museum as one of its valued 
institutions. The care of the Museum is vested in the Institute, 
and the Institute would he helped financially and in other ways by 
an increased membership. 

Obituary.—The death during the year of the following mem¬ 
bers is recorded with regret: Dr. H. A. Cooper, Messrs. H. R. 
Bloomfield, R. A. S. Browne, S. Edwards, J. L. Hanna, R. C. 
Horton, E. W. Inder, E. P. Mitchelson, E. W. Sharp, W. R. 
Simpson, Hugh Wright, and E. Yates. 

Finance.—In common with all institutions, the Museum has 
had to meet increased costs in providing for and rendering its 
services to the public. Increased contributions from Local 
Authorities agreed to recently have come most opportunely, and 
while this has made possible increased staff remuneration, increases 
made necessary by present conditions, the Council regrets that it 
has not been found possible to provide all the additional services 
it had hoped to do; it may be mentioned that all the important 
purchases of specimens, exhibits and equipment made during the 
year have been from endowments and donations by generous 
citizens. 

Council.—New members elected to represent local bodies 
other than the City Council, on the Council of the Institute, are 
Messrs. E. Hay, A. W. Joughin. and A. E. Trayes; and while 
welcoming these gentlemen, the Council acknowledges with grati- 
lude the services rendered to the Museum by the retiring members, 
Messrs. P. R. Burton and C. M. McCullough. 

Honours.—Congratulations are extended to the Assistant 
Director, Mr. A. W. B. Powell, on the well-merited award of the 
Hector Medal for zoological research; to Professor Ford'er on his 
election as Fellow of the Royal Society of New Zealand; and to 
Mr. N. R. W. Thomas on the award of the Loder Cup for encour¬ 
aging the study and cultivation of native plants. At the last 
Annual Meeting the members elected Sir Frank Mappin and Mr. 
J. C. Rennie Honorary Life Members in recognition of their 
notable services to the Institute and Museum. 

We feel that members would wish to join the Council in 
complimenting Mr. Powell on his admirable handbook on the

AIM Ann Report

“Native Animals of New Zealand," which has been and still is in 
great demand. 5,790 copies having already been sold. We would 
also compliment the Librarian, Miss Evans, on the detailed list of 
scientific periodicals in the Library, which will be of great assist¬ 
ance to scientists as well as to other libraries. 

Visitors.—'During the year many people from overseas as 
well as from other parts of the Dominion have visited the Museum, 
and have expressed their appreciation of the building and of the 
work being carried on in it. Among these visitors the Council 
expresses its pleasure at receiving Mr. Whitney H. Shephardson. 
representing the Carnegie Corporation, also Sir Reginald Stradling 
and Sir Clifford Patterson from England. 

Public Activities.—The Director and the writer represented 
the Museum at the formation of the Art Galleries and Museums 
Association of New Zealand. The establishment of this body is a 
forward step in the development of museum service, and will 
ensure co-operation among museums, with united and therefore 
stronger action in scientific research and education, both for 
schools and the adult community. The Council has joined the new 
body. The Council has set up an Adult Education Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. P. Martin Smith, to further an 
interest in natural history and science in the community. A seat on 
the Auckland Regional Council for Adult Education, for which 
the Council of Auckland University College invited the Institute 
to make a nomination, has been taken by Dr. Archey. 

The Council has given active assistance to the endeavours 
being made to preserve intact Waipoua Forest, and has become an 
institutional member of the Waipoua Forest Preservation Society. 
Members are urged to support the Council’s and the Preservation 
Society’s efforts. The Council has also given consideration to the 
intrusion of exotic pines and browsing animals on Rangitoto Island. 
Here also it asks members to co-operate with it and with the Rangi¬ 
toto Domain Board in whatever efforts may be entered upon to 
eradicate these pests. 

Pacific Science Congress. -The Royal Society of New Zea¬ 
land has invited the Auckland University College and the Institute 
and Museum to l)e joint host institutions for the Auckland sessions 
of the Seventh Pacific Science Congress in February, 1949. An 
Administrative Committee (Chairman, Dr. Archey) and a Pro¬ 
gramme Committee (Chairman, Dr. Cumberland) have been 
formed and. with the assured co-operation of the City Council and 
other local bodies and societies, adequate provisions for this 
important event will he made. Members of the Institute are asked 
to give the Congress their full support. 
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The War Memorial.—At the last annual meeting Mr. j. C. 
Rennie, the then President, reported that His Worship the 
Mayor had recommended the completion of the Museum building 
as a .memorial to those who died in the Second World War, so that 
Auckland's War Memorial would not be divided, but would main¬ 
tain unity in the memorial to the sacrifice made for the same cause 
by those who served in each of the two world wars. Tire recom¬ 
mendation was placed before a meeting of citizens in the Town 
Hall on 15th July, 1947, when the following resolution was 
approved: 

"That the proposal to extend the Auckland War Memorial 
Institute and Museum be adopted and that the first moneys 
expended on the proposed War Memorial be on the completion of 
the Hall of Memories by placing therein the names of those who 
fell in the recent war. and the names of those who fell in the 
previous war and which have not been included in the Hall of 
Memories." 

It was further resolved that the proposal be submitted to the 
Government for approval as to subsidy. 

A further meeting of citizens was held in the Town Hall on 
Thursday, 22nd April, 1948, when His Worship the Mayor, Mr. 
J. A. C. Allum, reported that he was now in receipt of a communi¬ 
cation from the Minister of Internal Affairs (Hon. W. E. Parry, 
M.P.) advising him that the Government is prepared to subsidise, 
pound for pound, the moneys raised by direct contribution for the 
extension of the Auckland War Memorial Museum as the memorial 
for the City of Auckland for the War of 1939-45, except that 
neither contributions from local bodies, other than the City Council, 
that were applying for a subsidy for a local memorial, nor loan 
moneys would be subsidised. 

The privilege and honour of caring for the extended and 
unified memorial to those who, in two Great Wars, "passed out of 
the sight of man by the path of duty," will be accepted with an 
earnest sense of the high responsibility entailed. Members of the 
Institute and Museum when they have the opportunity of con¬ 
tributing to the memorial fund will, I am sure, respond in fullest 
measure, and during the years that must pass before the building 
can be erected the Council will continue its endeavours to extend 
and augment the Museum activities and services so that the com¬ 
pleted War Memorial Museum will not only stand as an inspiring 
memorial but will also become increasingly a living centre in the 
city for education and of cultural recreation that will enrich and 
enhance the qualities in our community life.

The capital funds under the administration of the Trust Board 
received a notable addition during the year, by the generous cen¬ 
tennial gift of £5,000 made by the Auckland Savings Bank. This 
sum is for capital purposes, and it could be applied later, when the 
present shortage of material is alleviated, for the purchase of 
additional showcases or equipment; in the meantime, the money 
has been invested in War Savings Certificates. 

A new lease of the Queen Street property recently given by 
Mr. Vaile has been concluded on satisfactory terms. The renewal 
of the roof of this building has been completed, and we ackowledge 
a generous contribution of £200 towards this from Mr. Vaile. 

With the repayment during the year of mortgages, the Board 
now has only three investments on mortgage, the greater part of 
the investment capital being in Government stocks and local body 
debentures. 

The life members’ subscription account increased by £168 
and now stands at £3,589/11/5.

Blake Palmer,' Messrs. J. C. Andersen, V. F. Fisher, M. Te Hau 
and K. T. Harawira, while one evening was devoted to a very 
interesting discussion, most ably led by Messrs W. Cooper, S.

- The thanks of the Section are due to the various speakers who 
have so generously given of their valuable time and extensive 
knowledge and experience. Interest in the Section is obviously 
growing, and an increase in membership during the coming year 
is anticipated. The Section has been most fortunate in obtaining 
the use of the Botany Theatre, Auckland University College, for 
its lectures, and warm thanks are due to Professor Chapman for 
readily granting the facilities of the botany theatre for the Section 
meetings. 

Astronomical Section.—The Auckland Astronomical 
Society's usual activities, which lapsed during the war years, were 
resumed in 1947 with every evidence of enthusiasm among mem¬ 
bers. Notable among the lectures given during the session was 
that of Dr. Comrie, a former Aucklander who has become an 
authority on computing and computing machines in England. An 
observatory sub-committee has busied itself exploring alternative 
plans for a permanent observatory when conditions permit its 
erection and meanwhile has been loaned a 12in. reflector which it 
is hoped to use temporarily on a suitable site. The formation of a 
junior section of the society interested more than 50 schoolboys 
and girls, but the meetings of the youngsters were interrupted by 
the poliomyelitis restrictions.

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Exhibitions.—The tour throughout New Zealand of the 
British Council Rural Crafts Exhibition commenced with a display 
in the War Memorial Museum from 22nd May to 1st June. This 
notable exhibition was excellently attended; grateful appreciation 
is expressed to the British Council and to the Education Depart¬ 
ment for the opportunity of studying so many fine examples of 
British craftsmanship. 

Local handiwork of a high order was seen in the Auckland 
Model Aero Club’s exhibition of model aeroplanes, gliders and 
engines. Such exhibitions are welcome, both as a means for a 
technical club to demonstrate its activities to a wider public and as 
an opportunity for Museum visitors to examine finely made models 
of modern technical productions. 

Publications.—“Native Animals of New Zealand,” in which 
the Assistant Director, Mr. A. W. B. Powell, gives an account of 
all types of our native fauna, has experienced a hearty reception, 
the first edition of 4.000 copies being bought within fourteen 
weeks, and a second edition being already more than half sold. 
School teachers and pupils alike welcome Mr. Powell's clear 
descriptions and admirable pen-drawings. Heavy calls have also 
been made by the schools on Mr. Turbott’s insect leaflets, which 
will shortly have to be reprinted. 

Miss Evans’ published list of all the scientific periodicals con¬ 
tained in the library will be of service to all libraries and research 
institutions. 

The customary annual issue of the Museum “Records” con¬ 
tains .scientific papers by Mrs. Turbott. Mr. Powell, Dr. H. B. 
Fell, and Mr. G. Chamberlain. 

Research.—Notwithstanding the somewhat limited equip¬ 
ment available, a not inconsiderable body of research is accom¬ 
plished. In this connection members of the staff join in congratu¬ 
lating their colleague Mr. Powell on the award of the Hector 
Medal for his distinguished researches in Zoology. 

Transport, one of the most needed facilities for natural history 
study, has been liberally supplied by members of the Institute and 
by friends, and also by the Marine Department’s fisheries research 
vessel. A lapidary’s wheel has been provided from the Robert C. 
Horton geological fund, and a modern petrological microscope is 
on order. The successful provision of additional study space by 
the construction of a mezzanine floor in the geology department a 
year ago has been repeated for the botany department. 
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All members of the scientific staff attended the New Zealand 
Science Congress in Wellington and several papers were con¬ 
tributed. During this year they are participating in making 
arrangements for the Seventh Pacific Science Congress, which will 
open in Auckland next February. 

Staff,—Mr. R. C. Cooper, B.Com., has been appointed to the 
position of Botanist in the place of Miss B. E. G. Molesworth, 
who resigned to go overseas. Miss Molesworth’s readiness to help 
enquiring visitors, her able organization of the continually expand¬ 
ing Spring Flower Show and her activities on behalf of the Botani¬ 
cal Society earned for her, and for the Museum, many friends and 
well-wishers. 

Student assistants gave valuable part-time service during the 
year in the scientific departments and in the library. Mr. T. 
Lambert resigned from the position of Record Assistant. Mr. 
Utu Taramai. at the request of the Rarotonga Museum Associa¬ 
tion, has been given training during the year in different phases of 
Museum work. 

Accessions.—The past year has been marked by the notable 
additions that have been made to the collections besides those 
already mentioned by the President. We make cordial acknow¬ 
ledgment of an old English “Laundau” presented by Alfred J. 
Cox; Javanese Dancing Masks, Carvings and Batik by Dr. S. 
Koperberg; a Set of delicately carved Bone Spear Points by Mr. 
S. V. Caulton; additions to the collection of Georgian Silver by 
gift and loan from Mr. W. Wallace Gunson; a magnificent 
Hawaiian Feather Cloak received in exchange from the Cambridge 
Museum of Archaeology and Ethnology; an exceptionally fine 
T’anoa or Kava Bowl from Mr. Geoffrey Upton, and a finely 
carved wooden Flute the gift of Mr. H. B. Minchin.

The year has been exceptional in the opportunities afforded 
for the carrying out of field work. This was made possible by the 
generosity of Messrs. R. A. and H. S. Prouse, of Levin; A. C. 
O’Connor, of Wellington; and N. Gardner, of Auckland; each of 
whom provided transport and co-operated in the investigations, 
which were concerned with the distribution of native land snails.

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The areas worked were the east coast from Whangarei to 
Cape Maria van Diemen, west coast from Hokianga to Dargaville, 
Horowhenua from Levin to Tokomaru. and the west coast of the 
South Island from Westport to north of Karamea. 

The Fisheries Department, Wellington, made available the 
Research Trawler "Ikatere" for investigating the sea bottom of 
tbe outer Hauraki Gulf. Six trips were made and the material 
obtained will form the basis of a useful report. 

The first edition of my handbook of zoology, “Native Animals 
of New Zealand,” was published in August, the second edition in 
November, and a third is contemplated. Approximately 6,000 
copies have been sold or distributed. 

Five bulletins entitled “Our Living Environment" and deal¬ 
ing with New Zealand natural history were completed for the 
Schools Publication Branch, Education Department, Wellington. 
Three of these are already in use in secondary schools and the 
remaining two are in the press. 

Twenty-two outside lectures were delivered, including two at 
Levin, one jn Wellington, and six as part of an Adult Education 
course in the W.E.A. biological series. Field trips were conducted 
for the W.E.A.. the Science Teachers’ Association, and the Auck¬ 
land Grammar School. 

A paper entitled "The Species Problem in New Zealand Land 
Mollusca” was delivered at the Sixth Science Congress of the 
Royal Society of New Zealand. 

Three papers were published in the “Museum Records," Vol. 
3, No. 3, the lengthy monograph on the Antarctic Mollusca 
obtained by the R.R.S. Discovery II is nearing completion, and a 
considerable amount of progress was made with a report on the 
Cape Expedition Mollusca of the New Zealand Southern Islands. 

The Museum Conchology Club completed its seventeenth year 
in March with an active membership of 52. Twelve well-attended 
evening meetings and several field days were held. 

The reference collections were used by research students on 
many occasions during the year and material was loaned to several 
institutions. 

Enquiries relating to marine fauna continue to increase in 
volume.

The large number, 1,748, of ethnographical accessions com¬ 
prise several series of similar articles such as Pitcairn Island imple¬ 
ments that are necessary for detailed comparative study, as well 
as choice specimens of individual interest. A collection that com¬ 
bines both interests and brings many fine Maori pieces back to 
New Zealand is the series of 66 greenstone hei tiki purchased in 
England from the Lady Leys, the Sir James Gunson and the 
Edward Earle Vaile Funds. 

Valuable exchanges have been made with the Otago and 
Southland Museums, and with the Cambridge Museum of Archae¬ 
ology and Ethnology from which a fine Hawaiian feather cloak was 
received. Among the year’s gifts were a set of Samoan tattooing 
implements from Dr. C. M. Dawson, an old Micronesian wooden 
figure and other ethnographical articles from Mrs. Sydney Aris, 
and a fine hci tiki from Mrs. D. S. Taylor. 

The registration of these welcome accessions was in the 
capable hands of Mr. T. Lambert until he resigned in December 
after two years’ excellent service; it was continued in February 
by Miss M. A. J. Metge as student assistant. The problem of 
finding space and accommodation for proper study arrangement of 
the ethnographical collections is now becoming an acute one. 

Loan displays were made available to the Y.W.C.A., the Red 
Cross Society, the United Maori Mission, and certain youth 
organizations, church groups and schools, and as-istance was given 
to the Model Aero Club in arranging its special exhibition in the 
Museum. Eighteen meetings of the Boys’ Ethnological Club had 
been held; when its activities were suspended through the paralysis 
epidemic. Several members of the club assisted at the Spring 
Flower Show. 

Enquiries were again numerous, and included requests for 
information from members of the Colonial Service and from 
University students. The museum Sunday afternoon lecture series 
was arranged and lectures were given to Museum societies and to 
outside groups, including the Te Awamutu Historical Society. A 
course of twenty-two lectures on Maori Life and Culture was con¬ 
tributed to the Adult Education Centre’s winter talks series; on 
three occasions the class visited the Museum for practical study. , 
A course of six written lecture notes on Maori Society was also 
provided for the Centre’s country discussion groups. 
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At the Royal Society’s science congress in May a paper was 
read on Maori Adze Sockets. Little time could be devoted to field 
work during the year: a week’s excavation was undertaken on an 
island in the Hauraki Gulf. Maori rock-shelter sites on the west 
coast were inspected with the assistance and co-operation of Master 
Michael Johnson, and brief visits were paid to Tauranga to inspect 
specimens and to Te Awamutu to examine old pa sites.

Associate Ethnologist 

The rearrangement of displays in the Pacific Hall continued 
throughout the year, and in this way much new material has been 
placed on exhibition. In the Melanesian section the New Cale¬ 
donian exhibit was recast to include specimens acquired in recent 
years; work in hand includes the recasting of the Polynesian col¬ 
lections on display. A Cook Island exhibit -has* been completed. 

In May a paper on the distribution of Hair Cordage in 
Oceania was read before the Anthropology Section of the New 
Zealand Science Congress in Wellington. This paper was after¬ 
wards published in the Records of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum. 

Throughout the year help was given to the School Service in 
planning travelling cases and school museum exhibits and in pro¬ 
viding material and information. 

Four lectures were given during the year.

Botanist 

Among the accessions during the year were a collection of 
Queensland plants, some native seaweeds, plants, timbers and nine 
botanical notebooks of the late Mr. T. F. Cheeseman. 

The provision of extra accommodation has eased the problem 
or housing the herbarium. The Cheeseman native collections and 
other irreplaceable material are in cardboard boxes on open shelves, 
and there is always danger of damage by dust, mould, insects, etc. 
It is suggested that the long term aim be the housing of the 
herbarium in steel cabinets with facilities to control room tempera¬ 
ture and humidity. The catalogue and index of the collections has 
been partly completed during the year.

AIM Ann Report 
1947 to 1948 


A table of living material has been maintained, and the twelfth 
Cheeseman Memorial Flower Show was held from 4th to 7th 
October. The Auckland Botanical Society, the Parks and 
Reserves Department of the City Council, and other willing helpers 
made the show a success, the attendance being 7,187. The City 
Council has kindly offered to instal an alpine scree garden at the 
Museum, and this should prove of interest. 

Miss B. E. G. Molesworth attended the Science Congress at 
Wellington and read a paper in the botanical session. She gave 
lectures to the Girls’ Life Brigade, Women's Institute, Botanical 
Society, and general public in the Sunday afternoon series. 

The growth of exotic pines and the damage done by animals 
to the undergrowth on Rangitoto were investigated by Miss Moles¬ 
worth and Mr. L. H. Millener, M.Sc., of Auckland University 
College. In view of their findings, representatives of the Scenery 
Preservation Committee and Auckland Botanical Society waited on 
the Rangitoto Domain Board regarding the pines and animal dam¬ 
age. Mr. A. T. Pycroft and the writer accompanied the Domain 
Board on an inspection, of the island recently, and pointed out the 
pines and other weeds that should be removed. 

Miss Molesworth resigned at the end of 1947 and the writer 
commenced in February, 1948. Miss Shirley Ann Rose acted as 
botanist in January and February, and has continued under the 
scheme for student assistants.

Ornithologist and Entomologist 

During the year much local material has been added to the 
entomological reference collections: for identifications in special 
groups I wish to thank Drs. D. Miller and J. T. Salmon, and 
Messrs. A. E. Brookes and D. Spiller. 

The observation beehive, which has formed a popular exhibit, 
was set up with the co-operation of Mr. R. S. Walsh, Apiary 
Instructor, Department of Agriculture. Mr. F. D. White, of 
Whangarei, presented the fine colony of Italian bees to the 
Museum; the hive, which revolves for full display, was designed 
in detail by Mr. F. Quayle. 

Work is well advanced on a display series of 'New Zealand 
insect life histories; in the course of preparation, an information 
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sheet on each life history is being compiled in a form suitable for 
students and the School Service. 

A new display of Australian animals from Kawau Island has 
been installed in the Hall of General Natural History. A back¬ 
drop scene prepared by Mrs. M. Haydn has proved successful as 
a habitat background for the shallow case. 

With the disposal of the two insect leaflets prepared last year, 
it has been necessary to publish further impressions of six thousand 
copies: stocks of each leaflet have already decreased to under two 
thousand. 

The expansion of biology teaching in secondary schools has 
been accompanied by an increase in insect identifications; in addi¬ 
tion, a field day at Titirangi was conducted for Auckland Grammar 
School biology pupils. 

Two 16mm. colour films have been made this year, the first 
of native bird life, during a field trip to Little Barrier Island in 
November. The second, dealing with life histories and conserva¬ 
tion of waterfowl and game birds, was photographed at the request 
of the Auckland Acclimatisation Society, which provided the film. 

Seven general lectures have been delivered during the year. 
Six further lectures formed part of a W.E.A. course on "Animal 
Biology” given jointly with Mr. Powell. 

Following the establishment of an Auckland section of the 
Forest and Bird Protection Society, members joined in preparing 
an exhibit of nectar-hearing plants and forest birds at the Cheese- 
man Flower Show. 

Research has been directed to material from the Three Kings 
Islands. Two papers have been prepared for the “Records”: on 
quadrats established following the destruction of goats, and, in 
collaboration with Major G. A. Buddie, on the birds of the group. 
A general account of the effect of goats on Great Island was given 
at the New Zealand Science Congress in May; and a further brief 
paper read on “Problems Relating to the Birds of New Zealand's 
Offshore Islands.” 

Major Buddie’s assistance has again been invaluable during 
the year in maintaining the reference collections and arranging 
negatives and lantern slides. 


E. G. TURBOTT. 
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Geologist 

The task of cataloguing and arranging the geological collec¬ 
tions, which was commenced hy Dr. Lillie in the later part of 1946, 
has been continued. A complete rearrangement of the collection 
of rocks has been made, while the mineral collection has been 
removed to the new geological study room. The novel and con¬ 
venient arrangement of this new room, the construction of which 
was completed between Dr. Lillie’s departure and my assumption 
of duties, has proved a great success. When its furnishing is 
completed with further cabinets, at present under construction, 
and shelving, the present embarrassing shortage of storage space 
will be greatly relieved. 

The catalogue of numbered specimens now lists 4,422 items, 
but much remains to be done before the collections are completely 
catalogued, while the provision of cross-reference indexes, which 
are being prepared, to make the collections fully accessible, will 
take a long time. 

The recent acquisition of a good lapidary’s wheel, for the 
preparation of microscopic sections of rocks and minerals, is a 
major advance and is the first step towards the provision of facili¬ 
ties for thorough examination of material in the research collec¬ 
tions and the proper classification of rocks and minerals. The 
courtesy of Professor Bartrum, of Auckland University College, 
in granting the use of a microscope at the College laboratories pro 
tempora is gratefully acknowledged. 

A display of Cosmogony, occupying 75 square feet of space, 
has been completed and some renovations made to other exhibits. 
A long-term plan for the modification and extension of various 
existing displays is being put into execution, in order to vary the 
•exhibits and use the exhibition space to the 'best advantage. By 
reducing the actual number of specimens shown and adopting 
simpler labelling, in line with the trend in overseas geological 
museums, it is hoped to widen the appeal of the subject, while 
maintaining the present scientific accuracy of presentation. 

Three field trips have been made during the year, all with the 
•assistance of friends of the Institute, and have contributed largely 
to the collections. An excursion to Mangonui was made in June, 
when Mr. R. F. Hay, of the Geological Survey provided transport. 
Mr. A. P. Mason similarly made possible a trip to Hokianga 
district in December, while the generous hospitality of Mr. and 
Mrs. D. G. Forsyth recently permitted a profitable examination 
>of parts of the Rangiawhia Peninsula. 


* 
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Another activity, the importance of which has in recent months 
received much attention in England as a task for local natural 
history societies, is the recording of temporary exposures. This 
work has been pursued throughout the year in the metropolitan 
area, where a number of valuable facts have been disclosed. Much 
information can he gained with the co-operation of Local Body 
engineers and others engaged in works demanding excavation, 
together with information supplied by private individuals. 

The service to inquirers on matters relating to geology, while 
not yet as extensive as in older established departments of the 
Museum, has nevertheless occupied some time and, in the oppor¬ 
tunity it offers for fostering interest in the subject, is welcomed 
as of great importance. Two lectures were delivered during the 
year and a paper on the Geology of the Tuakau-Mercer Area 
submitted for publication. 

Attendance at the 6th Science Congress of the Royal Society 
of New Zealand provided a stimulating opportunity for hearing 
the results of recent advances in research and for meeting others 
engaged in the study of geology.

Education Officer 

The following is a summary of the number of children having 
attended one-hour lessons for the year ended 31st March, 1948.

The total for the year ended 31st March, 1948, was 23,564, a 
drop of 7,624 on the previous year’s attendance. This was caused 
by the closing of schools during December, February and March 
due to the epidemic. During the same period for the year ended 
31st March, 1947, 9,320 children attended Museum classes. 

In co-operation with Mr. and Mrs. Turbott, Miss Molesworth 
and. Mr. Battey, 20 school cases have been prepared. This great 
increase is due to the fact that the Museum employed an artist 
and technician for a month to assist with school displays. The 
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following material has been circulated among schools: 74 perman¬ 
ent glass-fronted display cases; 74 leatherlite boxes, each contain¬ 
ing a mounted bird; 8 boxes of loose material with notes and 
photographs; 19 displays for school museums. 

This material has been sent to 197 town and country schools, 
but there are 98 schools continually requesting material which 
cannot be supplied owing to the lack of prepared material. It is 
essential that an addition should be made to the Museum educa¬ 
tional staff if the demands of the schools are to be met. 

Natural history material has been identified for teachers and 
children throughout the Auckland Province. Two sessions of 
educational films were shown for four days in the August holidays. 
The total number of children attending was 1,001. We appreciate 
the co-operation of the Canadian Pacific Railway staff in lending 
films. 

Four hundred and fifty new slides have been prepared and 
100 rebound, and 18 new question sheets made, to assist in class 
teaching. 

This year the children’s exhibit for the Cheeseman Memorial 
Prize Competition and Cheeseman Memorial Spring Flower Show 
filled the Geology Hall and half the Natural History Hall. 
Twenty-two schools entered for table displays and 159 children 
for individual exhibits. Schedules of the 1948 competition for 
pressed specimens and collection of insects have been sent to all 
schools in the Auckland Province, and have been advertised in the 
“Herald” and “Star.” 

Under the guidance of Miss M. L. Hurrey, a children’s 
natural history club with a membership of 15 has been formed, 
which prior to the epidemic met one Saturday morning a month. 

This year 73 Training College students have been posted to 
the Museum for teaching practice. These students are of great 
help in conducting the children round the displays. The graduate 
students at Training College and all first year students and groups 
of returned soldier students have spent a day in the Museum with 
the Education Officer. The directors of the kindergartens have all 
spent one morning in the Museum with the Education Officer. 

An application for the appointment of a second assistant 
education officer was sent to the Education Board, but the Educa¬ 
tion Board was unable to make this appointment. A further 
application- for the appointment of a technical art assistant has 
been forwarded to the Education Board. 
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This year an application for a grant of £ 169/4/- was made 
to the Education Department for running expenses. The Educa¬ 
tion Board also applied for a grant of £200 to meet the expense 
of conveying Museum material to the schools. 

The Department made a grant of £150 for the current year, 
and will consider the matter again when preparing next year’s 
estimates. 

The Museum educational staff wishes to thank the staff of the 
Museum for their co-operation and very real assistance, and par¬ 
ticularly to thank Mr. Davy for the many hours of work he has 
spent in unpacking and packing loan material for the schools.

Librarian 


During the year 967 books have been added to the Library, 
711 of which have been purchased from the Edward Earle Vaile 
Trust Fund. These include books about New Zealand, and a 
number of early, scarce works on Pacific exploration. 

Through the bequest of the late Mr. A. V. Hanson the Library 
has acquired about 100 books, mainly works of travel. Mr. George 
Finn has donated his collection of several hundred books and scrap¬ 
books, and Mr. Cecil Pond has given the collection of books 
belonging to his father, the late Mr. J. A. Pond, who was a member 
of the Institute for over sixty years. Donations of books and 
periodicals have also been received from the Countess of Hard- 
wicke, Hon. T. Bloodworth, Brigadier Dove, Lieut.-Col. Hanna, 
Rev. C. J. Bush-King, Rev. W. Bower-Black, Professor P. W. 
Burbidge, Professor Rutherford, Dr. W. N. Abbott, Dr. G. E. 
Archey, Messrs. R. Noel Johnson, A. T. Pycroft, W. S. Lang, 
R. C. Clark, S. Edwards, C. C. Comyns, A. A. Dignan, M. Hard¬ 
ing, F. H. Leonard, H. B. Minchin, J. C. Reid. Douglas Robb, 
W. Laird Thomson, E. G. Turbott, I. Bell, J. E. Astley, T. Cheese- 
man, T. W. Meltor, J. M. Stevenson, J. W. Kealy, Snr.. L. H.

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The addition of so many useful and interesting books is 
reflected in the increased use being made of the Library by mem¬ 
bers : 2,678 books were borrowed during the year, this figure being 
34% higher than that of the previous; year. The system of borrow¬ 
ing wa- changed in July, and from that time a marked increase was 
seen in the number of books borrowed. Greater use is being made 
of the system of interloan, 41 requests being made by this Library 
to other Libraries, and 44 loans made to‘other Libraries. 

Sixty-two periodicals are subscribed to and over 200 are 
received by donation or exchange. A list of current serial publica¬ 
tions will be found in the Appendix. A cyclostyled list of the 
Library’s complete serial holdings was issued in October. 
Exchanges are being maintained with 226 institutions in New 
Zealand and overseas. 

Several displays were arranged during the year, one in July 
for the Titirangi Gardening Circle, of books on gardening, another 
in August for the Auckland Botanical Society, of botanical and 
early New Zealand works, and one in connection with the Cheese- 
man Memorial Spring Flower Show in October. This last con¬ 
sisted partly of books belonging to the Library, but mainly of 
books loaned by the Country Library Service. In addition, two 
smaller displays have been arranged in the Library on special 
topics—one on Otago and one on early Auckland. It is hoped that 
it will be possible to arrange a different display every month during 
the coming year. 

Mr. A. Turner and Mr. G. Turner were part-time assistants 
during part of the year. With the growth of the Library and its 
increased use. difficulty is experienced in keeping abreast with 
current work. In order, however, to make the stock of the Library 
of the greatest possible use to members, efforts have been made to 
catalogue and classify the existing stock in addition to the new 
books that are added. During the year 1.110 books have been 
classified and catalogued under author and subject, bringing the 
total number of catalogued books to 3.640. It is hoped that the 
greater part of this work will he completed during the coming year. 
Space is also a very serious problem, although the addition of 
several steel stacks has relieved the position temporarily.
